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Rogers’ Spirit Spreads Warmth | 


As Body Lies 


in Frigid Wastes 


By ALBERT C. LEITCH. 

Even as the body of America’s be- 
loved Will Rogers was lying cold in 
death in the frigid wastelands of 
the far north the warmth of his kind- 
ly spirit was reaching out to accom- 
plish another good deed “or an ambi- 
tious boy who had appealed to him 
for aid, it was revealed in Atlanta 
yesterday by Major W. B. Estes, a 
flight officer of g@the United States 


army, now professor of aeronautics at 
Castle Heights Military Academy at 
Lebanon, Tenn, 

Ironically enough, the boy had ap- 
pealed to Will for a helping hand in 
mastering the scientific end of avia- 
tion—the industry which Rogers loved 
—and it wag this same Jack of knowl- 
edge: of the science of aeronautics, 
in the belief of the major, which 
brought death to the beloved humor- 
ist-philosopher and his famous friend, 
Wiley Post. 

Boy’s Name Secret, 

The boy's name must forever remain 
a secret—Will wished.it so. He was 
like that. He feared that persons 
might charge him with seeking pub- 
licity if it were known whom he 
helped. 

The youth had learned to fly when 
he was only 13 years old, Major Estes, 
related yesterday. He was a_ born 
aviator, but he realized that lack of 
the knowledge of the science end 
would hinder his career, 

“T have had three years in a prep 
school,” he wrote to Rogers. “I want 
to go to Boston Tech to learn the 
scientific end of flying. I need an- 
other year of prep school, Could you 
arrange so I could attend Claremore 
Academy ?” 

Rogers sent the letter to his friend, 
Major Estes and added a note of his 


own, “I could pay his tuition and | 
I am perfectly willing to do so,” he | 
wrote. ‘However, I am afraid that | 
it might do something to the boy’s 
morale to feel that he was receiving 
charity. Could you arrange to give 
him the year at Castle Heights? I 
feel that this boy will benefit from 
a knowledge of the scientific aspects 
of flying.” 
Scientific End of Flying. 

And this lack of the scientific 

knowledge of flying, Major Estes said 


‘ed in the death of Rogers and Post. 


yesterday, is what he believes result- | 


“Wiley Post was a great airman,” 
the major declared. “I would not 


wish anyone to misunderstand me. 
He was a natural flyer, However, he 
circled the globe on courage and a 
born knack of flying. His scientific 
knowledge was practically nil. 


“His stratosphere flight attempts 
failed. I believe, because he lacked 
a well-founded knowledge of the scien- 
tific principles involved. He crashed 
in that arctic waste because he did not 
understand these scientific principles 
which ‘were necessary to his safety. 

‘He failed to comprehend the vast 
differences of vaporization of motor 
fuel and atmospheric conditions in the 
far north and in the sections where 
he had done moat of his work, 

Believes Motor Died. 


“T believe that Post’s motor died 
the same as an auto motor will die 
when it is flooded on a cool motor 
and the accelerator is ’stepped on.’ ” 


The major expressed the opinion 
that the death of Rogers and Post 
should not be chalked up as a black 
mark against aviation, but rather as 
an indictment of the taking of un- 
necessiry chances, 

“Will himself advised persons 
against flying with unlicensed pilots 
in uniicensed planes and urged per- 
sons to remain on the well defined air- 
lanes. When he died he was flying 
with a pilot who did not possess a 
transport license, the p’ane was un- 
licensed and they were adventuring 
off of the well marked airlanes.”

Certain phrases used by Duffy were supposed to have been written by 
the President himself and edited by Herbert Hoover’s old political nemesis, 
the publicity strategist, Charles Michelson. 


MISFIRE The New Déalers did not consider it wise for the President 

to answer the ex-President directly. That would have at- 
tracted too much attention for them. They thought Duffy’s use of the 
White House material would draw sufficient national attention to it. But 
Duffy is not widely known outside his own bailiwick. The tone of the 
return fire fell somewhat fjat. Only one eastern newspaper used the 
remarks On page one. 

What Duffy said for the President amounted to a charge that Mr. 
Hoover had advocated far greater extension of presidential power ten 
years ago than Mr. Roosevelt is advocating today. Another attack on 
Mr. Hoover, read to the Young Democrats by Governor Earle, of Penn- 
sylvania, also is supposed to have been based on data supplied by New 
Deal headquarters here. However, the President may not have figured 


in that directly. 

MODESTY If the New Deal high command had only known that 
Duffy recently concealed his supposedly heroic rescue of 

a four-year-old girl, the commanders might have chosen a better pub- 

licity man. 

Duffy was returning from a sail on a lake near his Wisconsin home 
about two weeks ago when the child fell into the water near by. Several 
other persons were around.

He admon- 
ished the crowd later NOT to tell the newspapers anything about it, and 
then hopped a train for Washington.

SHORT-CIRCUITING The coal magnates opposed to the new 


Guffey NRA law already are arranging to tie 
it up in the courts. They are looking around for a company and .a 
lawyer. The company will be designated to resist payment of the tax 
and to file suit. The identity of the lawyer may be a surprise. They 
are angling for the attorney-general of a southern state who has been 
battling with the New Deal. 
The idea is to take a short cut to the supreme court if possible with- 
out going through all the lower courts. They want to hasten a judgment. 


ENTRENCHMENT? There has been a lot of inside plotting and re- 


plotting of strategy about Mr. Roosevelt’s west- 
ern trip. The New Deal publicity staff has been passing out the word 
for weeks that the President was withholding his fire from the opposition 
but would release it when he went west. Much was to be made of the 
trip. It may not turn out that way. 

Western plans have been changed several times. The most recent 
version of the itinerary is Chicago, Kansas City, Little Rock, Uvalde, 
Texas (Garner’s home); Boulder Dam and San Diego, returning through 
the Panama canal. That would call for few speeches, and little politics. 

The fact seems to be that the President is veering to a wholly dif- 
ferent strategy of entrenchment rather than grand attack on the oppo- 
sition.

Why Jones Boys 


Are So Numerous. 

Continuing remarks about origins 
of words, started in this column yes- 
terday morning, perhaps some of you 
would bé interested to know why there 
are so many of us Jones boys? Heres 
how come: ‘ 

It is only a few centuries ago since 
the practice of using a surname as 
well as a Christian name became gen- 
eral. Before that a man was knowp 
simply by the name his mother had 
given him or under which he had 
been baptized. Such as “Tom, 
“John,” “Ephraim” “Blessed 
Event.” 

Naturally, under such conditions, 
there were sure to be several Toms, 
Johns, Williams, etc., in the same vil- 
lage and it was apt to be confusing. 
So, when speaking of a certain Tom, 
say, the speaker would identify him 
by using their father’s name, too. Thus 
there would be John’s Tom, William's 
Tom and Ezekial’s Tom, perhaps, in 
the same community. 

Gradually it became customary to 
use surnames and the possessive, 10 
these cases, became the surname. Thus 
Tom’s William, would evolve into 
William Tomson, or William Thom- 
son, William Thompson, etc. 


The Favorite 


Among the Saints. 

Mothers then had @ habit of choos- 
ing names for their children from the 
Bible, preferably from the list of 
saints.

tion. Perhaps a dozen or more mem- 
bers from the midwestern wheat belt 
and a few from the Carolinas and 
other southern states supported the 
Georgian. The voice whfch: the 
speaker called for, showed an over- 
whelming sentiment for immediate ad- 
journment irrespective of the wishes 
of the cotton-growing states. 

Commenting later Representative 
Vinson said: 

“All members of the Georgia dele- 
gation voted against the motion to | 
adjourn today in an effort to pass | 
the Byrnes measure for a mandatory 
loan of 12 cents on cotton, It was 
generally understood that the passage 
of the Bankhead extension act would 
be followed by a continuation of the 
2-cent. cotton loan policy. It would 
be ruinous not to carry out this pol- 
icy as the cotton crop of the south 
had already been made on the basis 
of the previous policy and no change 
should be ordered at a time when 
the crop is being marketed.” 

Representative HKugene Cox, of Ca- 
milla, a ranking member of the house 
rules committee, and one of the older 
members of the state's congressional 
delegation in point of service, let it 
be known that he and other Georgia 
members were prepared to do every- 
thing within their power to insure 
the making of 12-cent loans on cot- 
ton by the government before final 
adjournment, he declared. 

“Doing All They Can.” 

“The entire Georgia delegation In 
congress is doing all that is humanly 
possible to commit the government to 
the making of a 12-cent loan on the 
resent season crop of cotton. In the

markets which these loans provide. 

“The delegation does not want to 
leave Washington until better treat- 
ment is assured their constituents 
than is promised in the plans of the 
secretary of agriculture recently an- 
nounced,”

The crop this 
year has been estimated at 11,798,000 
bales.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 26.—(AP)— 
Here is the text of the AAA's an- 
nouncement today on cotton loans: 

The objective of the Agricultural 
Adjustment Administration has been 
to get an average return of at least 
12 cents for the producers of seven- 
eighths inch middling cotton. 

‘The plan announced last week 
would have obtained this result, but 
further study shows that certain modi- 
fications of this plan will make it 
simpler to understand and more 
equitable to individual growers and 
will make clear to each producer when 
he markets his cotton the exact 
amount he Will receive for it. 

Under the previous plan it would 
have been .possible for growers. of 
seven-eighths inch low middling cot- 
tom to receive, because of govern- 
ment aid, more than 12 cents per 
pound for their crop, and also for some 


to receive less than 12 cents per 
pound. The new plan proposes a joan 
of 10 cents per pound for seven- 
eighths inch low middling cotton or 
better. The total received by growers 
of such cotton cannot exceed 12 cents 
per pound, It will make more certain 
the amount each grower will receive 
for his cotton. 

Instead of making the adjusfment 
payment on the basis of the four 
months’ average of the ten-point spot 
markets, this adjustment agreement 
will now be based on the daily aver- 
age of the ten-point spot markets. In 
other words, the adjustment payment 
will be made on the basis of the ten- 
point spot market average on the ac- 
tual day the cotton is sold by the 
producer. 

These adjustment payments will be 
made through the cotton year up to 
August 1, 1936. As before stated, they 
will be made to those producers who 
have co-operated in the adjustment 
program and who agreed to partici- 
pate in the 1936 crop program. 

This program of loans and adjust- 
ment on the 1935 crop will go into 
effect as soon as it is physically pos- 
sible to set up the new machinery. 
The loan forms will be available for 
the 10-cent loan during the week of 
September 2. This will be restricied 
to actual production not in excess of 
the Bankhead allotments. 

The adjustment payments will appiy 
to all sales of 1935 cotton, including 
those already made.

President‘s Power. 

Informed of the Capitol Hill reports 
that Mr. Roosevelt had said he might 
dissolve the congress if the dispute 
continued, Stephen Early, a White 
House secretary, asserted “any such 
statement is made of whole cloth.” He 
said he did not believe Mr. Roosevelt 
had “threatened” leaders “because he 
does not use threats.” 

Obiously, however, the presidential 
power to adjourn congress had been 
discussed at the White House. Early 
said calls had come from the capitol 
by constitutional experts concerning 
it. 

Such authority has never been exer- 
cised in the nation’s history. However, 
Article 2, Section 3, of the constitu- 
tion reads in part: 

“He (the President) may on ex- 
traordinary occasions convene both 
houses . . . and in case of disagree- 
ment between them, with respect to 
the time of adjournment, he may ad- 
journ them to such time as he shall 
think proper...” 

During the day the house still re- 
fused to accept or even consider the 
senate cotton-wheat amendment. 
Speaker Byrns buried the measure in 
the appropriations committee and the 
membership promptly steamrolled a 
47-member cotton bloc to vote for final 
adjournment.

S. S. CRISPIN, EN ROUTE TO 
PARA, Brazil, July 30.—After one 
is more or less satisfied with the sea- 
worthiness of the ship there are three 
aspects of ocean travel that attract 
special attention, the crew) the cargo 
and the passengers. This ship, the 
S. S. Crispin, is British in its en- 
tirety, with the steel of its 412 feet 
bearing the mark “British Steel.” it 
is one of the 10 operated by the Booth 
Line, each bearing the name of a 
celebrated ecclesiastic, such as An- 
selm, Hilary, Polycarp, etc. The Tirst 
Crispin served as a successful target 
for a German U-boat off the coast of 
Ireland. It was replaced by this 
boat which slipped from the ways for 
its maiden voyage in March of this 
year. 

Cargo Steamer. 

It is registered as a cargo steamer 
but has cabin space for who are 
willing to sign papers accepting re- 
sponsibility for their own safety as 
they ride over thousands of tins filled 
with kerosene and gasoline, each tin 
stamped with the well-known trade 
mark of an American oil company. 
Should fire break out, we have sev- 
eral hundred tons of résin, which was 
placed in the hold at Jacksonville, to 
make the inferno complete. It was 
not a matter of choice that led to the 
selection of such a potential holocaust 
but this was the only ship going to 
Para for over a month, and there 
was no other type going at all.

Staten Island Warehouse. 

An object lesson of the economic 
balance or trend in international trade 
was disclosed by a ramble through 
one of the enormous pier warehouses 
on Staten Island before we sailed from 
New York. On the floor of this house 
of sending and receiving were large 
piles of huge black balls of raw rub- 
ber. Outside the ship’s donkey en- 
gines were lifting bundles of automo- 
bile and tractor tires of a familiar 
make into the ship that brought the 
balls of elastic sap from the Amazon 
basin. 

Near this rubber were piles of 
Brazil and babassu nuts higher. than 
a man’s head. While talking with 
one of' the warehouse managers he 
informed me that the ship brought in 
2,000 tons of cotton seed from South 
America. This struck home and 
asked to see the seed from below the 
equator, the man was very obliging, 
but we were unable to locate them, 
and a careful perusal of his records 
revealed no entry of cotton. 

The nearest likeness being castor 
seed. I will have to wait for my 
first sight of cotton out of Dixie. In 
Newport News we put off several hur- 
dred tons of the aforementioned ba- 
bassu nuts. I was told that these 
nuts, rich in oil, will be used for 
making oleomargarine and soap. 

The crew doesn’t bear the same 
stamp as the steel, but they are as 
British as tiffin.

Dramatic Story of 1895 Exposition 
Told Rotarians by Jack Spalding 


Memories of those days of 40 years 
ago when the Cotton States and In- 
ternational Exposition focused fhe 
eyes of the entire civilized world upon 
Atlanta were revived here yesterday 
when Jack J. Spalding, who was at- 
torney for the board of directors of 
that undertaking, spoke before the Ro- 
tary Club luncheon at the Capital 
City Club. 

Introduced by Clark Howell, editor 
and president of The Constitution, 
who is one of seven surviving mem- 
bers of that directorate of 1895, Mr. 
Spalding held his audience entranced 


by his description of the great old 
exposition itself and by his anecdotes 
concerning the incidents and problems 
connected with its inception and suc- 
cessful direction. 

Also speaking at yesterday’s meet- 
ing was: Mike Benton, president of 
the Southeastern fair. Mr.» Benton 
outlined plans for the fair to be held 
from September 29 to October 6, in- 
clusive, telling how this year it was 
going to be featured with a fortieth 
anniversary celebration of the great 
exposition of 1895 and how plans are 
being laid to widen the scope of ap- 
peal and interest, making it in fact 
as well as in name a “southeastern 


fair.” 
Seven States Honored. 

Including Georgia, there will be 
seven states honored by having a day 
designated for them during the fair. 
They will be Alabama, Florida, Mis- 
sissippi, Tennessee and North and 
South Carolina. Governors and com- 
missioners of agriculture from each 
of these states will be invited to At- 
lanta as guests of the fair on their 
own days and on each day, also, a 
girl from that day's state will reign 
over the fair as “Miss Florida, “Miss 
Tennessee,” etc. ; 

On the closing night of the fair 
“Miss Cotton States” will be selected

Four Fine Bands Here: 

Four of the finest bands in America 
came to the exposition to compete for 
a prize, including the national band 
of Mexico, John Philip Sotsa’s band 
and Victor Herbert’s band, Mr. Spald- 
ing recalled. He described buildings 
erected on the exposition grounds by 
China, Russia, Canada, various Euro- 
pean, Central American and South 
American countries and said it was 
the first exposition to set aside a 
special building for negro exhibits, the 
first to recognize the advancement 
made by the, colored race in the 30 
years since the end of slavery. 

Mr. Spalding told how, one day, the 
50 directors met and were told tha 
unless $100,000 was raised that day 
the gates would not open the next 
morning. Sam,.Inman, he said, im- 
mediately offered to advance $50,000 
if the other directors would advance 
the other $50.000 and, before the di- 
rectors left the room, the $100,000 
was raised. 

“On one day,” said Mr. Spalding, 
“we' had the governors or governors- 
elect of 35 states on the exposition 
grounds together.” 

Other Survivors Present. 

Martin Amorous, another survivor 
of the board of 50 for the old fair, 
was also present at yesterday's lunch- 
eon, as well as Walter G. Cooper, 
who was publicity agent for the ex- 
postion. 

Mr. Cooper, in a brief statement, 
drew attention to some salient facts 
about, and geome records set by, the 
1895 event. 

It was, he stated, the greatest of 
all Atlanta enterprises and was car- 
ried out when the city had only one- 
fourth its present population, one- 
eighth its present taxable wealth and, 
measured by bank clearings, one-for- 
tieth its present business, 

The exposition preparations began 
in December, 1893, following a panic 
that had put three-fourths of the rail- 
roads in the hands of receivers and 
when bankruptcy was widespread. Cot- 
ton was selling at from 5 to 7 cents 
and property as a whole was hard fo 
sell at any price. 

' It was under these conditions that 
the 50 prominent Atlantans organized 
and built a $2,000,000 fair, with 6,000 
exhibits, a great federal government 
exhibit, state’ buildings from Massa- 
chusetts, New York, Pennsylvania, I!- 
— California, Alabama and Geor- 
gia. 

Foreign Nations Reprsented. 

Among the foreign nations repre- 
sented, Mr. a 4 said, were Brazil, 
Argentine, Chili, Venezuela, Mexico 
and yarious Central American and Eu- 
ropean countries. 

Mr. Cooper's 
reads: — 

“President Cleveland, Governor Mc-

GOVERNOR PLANS SUIT 
~ AGAINST COTTON TAX 


State May Seek Injunction 
*. Against 6-Cent Gin 
Levy of AAA. 


Governor Talmadge yesterday an- 
nounced he had instructed Attorney 
General Yeomans to look into the ad- 
visability of the state’s seeking an in- 
junction against the federal govern- 
ment six cents per pound tax on the 
ginning of cotton grown in excess of 
the AAA curtailment program. 

In announcing the move, the gov- 
ernor said he “hoped” the governors of 
all cotton growing estates would take 
similar action. 

Advises Holding Cotton. 

The state’s chief executive advised 
farmers to pick their cotton and hold 
it, asserting the state would decide 
definitely on its program of action 
within two weeks. e declared the 
tax is unconstitutional and the pro- 
gram affects the entire cotton growipg 
area, 

Attorney General Yeomans indicated 
the injynction petition would be filed 
shortly "but did not say~eo definitely. 

“We will approach the matter with 
caution but with precision,” the at- 
torney general said after receiving the 
governor’s instructions. “And we will 
act without lost motion,” 

Governor’s Statement. 


The governor’s statement, revealing. 
his plans, follows: 

“The announcement of Secretary of 
Agriculture Wallace that there would 
be an extra tax of six cents per pound 
on cotton where it exceeds the in- 
dividual - allotment of the farmers 
meang the farmers will be called upon 
to pay $30 per bale to have their cot- 
ton ginned, 

“Of course, this tax is unreasonable 
and practically means confiscation of 
the property. 

“With cotton bringing 9 cents per 

ound, there would be only $15 per 
ale left after the six cents tax is 
paid. 

“This action of Secretary of Agri- 
culture Wallace affects the welfare of 
the state of Georgia. It not only af- 
fects the welfare of the state of Gevur- 
git, but the whole cotton-growing sec- 
tion of the United States. 

“T am of the opinion the arbitrary 
action of Secretary of Agriculture 
Wallace in making this rule and regu- 
lation ig unconstitutional. 

Seeks Injunction. 

“T am requesting the attorney gen- 
eral, M. J. Yeomans, to immediately 
look into the matter of filing an in- 
junction against the enforcement of 
this requirement for six cents tax on 
cotton before it is ginned, where it ex- 
ceeds the allotment. 

“This injunction can be determined 
within the next 10 days or two weeks. 

“In the meantime, I would advise 
the farmers of Georgia not.to pay the 
six cents tax where their crop ex- 
ceeds the allotment. 

“Pick your cotton out and hold it 
until this matter can be determined 
before the proper tribunal. 

“In order for this statement to re- 
ceive immediate circulation among.the 
farmers of the state, I am requesting 
Commissioner of Agriculture T. M. 
Linder to publish this in the Market 
Bulletin. . 

“T hope the governors of all cotton- 
growing states will take similar action 


today.” 


SPECTACULAR BLAZE

trucks had considerable difficulty in 
getting through to the blaze. 


The flames were discovered by Ru- 
dolph Hill, a negro convict in the hos- 
pital section who was awakened by 
the smell of smoke. Discovering the 
fire leaping from the roof of the shops, 
he turned in an emergency alarm and 
awakened the camp. 

The negroes in the left wing swung 
from the rafters and kicked the planks 
from the roof, opening up a hole ap- 
proximately 15 by four feet. Several 
of them had climbed out on the roof 
and were preparing to leap to free- 
dom over the adjoining fence when 
they were discovered by Lloyd Reeves, 
a guard. Reeves held a shotgun on 
the escaping prisoners and forced them 
to climb back through the hole and 
then summoned aid. 

Light on Opening. 

A powerful electric searchlight was 
later trained on the opening and 
guards stationed to prevent any fur- 
ther attempt at escape. 

Help was asked of the county and 
city police and 10 county and two 
city cars responded and a cordon of 
police officers was thrown around the 
entire camp. 

Fire Chief O. J. Parker expressed 
the opinion that the spread of the 
flames were prevented by two factors. 
The first was the quick response of 
the department and the other was 
that the barracks and other prison 
camp units are separated from the ma- 
chine and blacksmith shops by a nar- 
row road.

NAVAL TREATY HOPES 


Delegates of Five Nations 
Will Meet and Agree 
Upon Disagreement. 


LONDON, Aug. 26.—(?)—Japan’s 
reiteration of its demands: for equal- 
ity, combined with the east African 
crisis, eliminates all possibility for 
a new naval limitation agreement in 
1935, diplomatic sources close to the 
situation said today. 

A Japanese note, delivered to the 
foreign office, emphasized advance rec- 
ognition of naval equality for Japan 
with Great Britain and the United 
States, as a condition to the holding 
of a preliminary nayal conference here 
in October. 

Diplomats expressed a belief that 
the representatives of the five major 
naval powers—the United States 
England, Japan, France and Italy—- 
would meet here before the year end 
for a brief formal session, fulfilling 
the provisions of the expiring Wash- 
ington treaty, and then adjourn in- 
definitely. 

Official comment was not available, 
but private opinions supported strong- 
ly the belief that the only new naval 
development this year would be such 
a five-power session—at which the 
delegates would agree to disagree, 

Informed sourees said the London 
representatives of the powers concerne- 
ed could do the job in 10 minutes. 

The Japanese note said Japan’s 
proposals for a tonnage method of 
fleet limitations—on a Casts of equal- 
ity—would have to be accepted by the 
other powers before Japan would en- 
ter any discussion of a possible new 
naval limitation treaty. 

Naval experts considered that this 


requirement summarily dashed British ' 


hopes for a preliminary naval confer- 
ence in October. 

Diplomats evidently were not sur- 
prised by the note, for they have 
long been pessimistic over the out- 
look for a new treaty. 

They also have considered that the 
Ethiopian situation so overshadows 
all else that the five powers would 
have difficulty, at any rate, in dis- 
cussing naval limitations when all 
ce worried over the possibility of 

There has been a general belief in 
foreign circles that Italy would not 
attend any conference if war began 
in east Africa, 

France has assured the British gov- 
ernment that it will send a delegation 
of technical experts to London in 
September for bi-lateral conversations, 
ond the Italians are scheduled to fol- 
low, but the British government has 
been without positive information 
that the Italians ever will appear.

“Milk-Bottle Cap” Money 


Now Official in Missouri 


JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Aug. 
26,.—! Missourians, their pock- 
ets freighted with “milk-bottle caps,” 
embark tomorrow upon a relief and 
pension program unprecedented in 
the “Show. Me” state. 

Most important and far-reaching 
of more than 50 new laws effec- 
tive tonight at midnight were meas- 
ures providing old age pensions for 
needy persons over 70 and a l per 
cent sales tax. 

The tax is to be paid by con- 
sumers through use of cardboard 
dise receipts, similar to milk-bottle 
caps, on fraction-of-a-dollar pur- 
chases. Stamped with the state 
seal, they are in two denomina- 
tions—blue 1 mill and brown 5 
mill discs. ~ 

Part of the $12,000,000 annually 
expected from the tax will go for 
pensions. Another large part is for 
emergency unemployment relief. 

Under the pension plan, the state 
may offer and up to $30 monthly 
for single persons and $45 for mar- 
ried couples past 70 and unable to 
support themselves. The _ federal 
government pays half the cost un- 
der the social security bill.

When the charge was pass- ' 
ed on to the operating company the 
fee was raised to $50. | 

This fee then was carried on the 
operating company’s books as part of | 
the costs of operation and was taken 
into consideration when rates were 
fixed to consumers. The act sign l 
today eliminates practices of this kind. 

Act Carries Amendments. 

The act carries amendments to the 
federal water power act designed to 
strengthen it. They were only a 
minor part of the fight which centered 
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chiefly on the “death sentence” clause. 
The bill was reported in the senate 
on May 14 and passed on June 11. 


The “death sentence” won by one 
vote in that body. The house reported 
the measure on June 24 and passed it 
on July 2, after substituting strict 
regulation for outright dissolution of 
“unessential” holding companies. 


The measure was sent to conference 
on July 12 and was deadlocked as soon 
as the “death sentence” was reached. 
The house refused at first to instruct 
its conferees to accept the senate pro- 
posal. The break came on August 22, 
when President Roosevelt wrote Chair- 
man Sam Rayburn, democrat, Texas, 
of the house conferees, that he con- 
sidered the senate offer as “fair and 
generous.” 

Immediately after the letter was 
read the house accepted the compro- 
mise and the following day approved 
the conference report. The senate ap- 
proved the conference report on Au- 
gust 24 and the bill was sent to the 
White House. 


TRUCK DRIVER FACES

Judge McCleskey said eyewitnesses 
to the tragedy testified they did not 
hear the truck driver sound his horn 
and a mechanic testified the truck’s 
brakes were faulty. 

In an unsworn statement, Eden- 
field claimed he sounded his horn and 
said Miss McNair ran across the 
road from behind an automobile. 

Judge McCleskey said Miss Me- 
Nair, who is deaf, was crossing the 
road to meet her mother when the 
latter dashed between her and the 
truck and was killed.

If one can judge from the number of queries and arguments 


thrown 


into the ears of any willing listener, it will take two stadiums or bowls 


to park the crowd.. 


In the first place, Baer and Louis are the two hardest punchers box- 


ing has known for a long time. 


When Dempsey and Tunney met, it was more the case of a hard hitter 
facing a smart, able boxer who knew how to protect himself—most of 


the way, in any event. 


Here we have two fellows who can both hit—and that means the type 


of action a crowd wants. 


The usual query you get is this:¢ 


“What chance has Baer?’ 

Louis is taken for granted. Largely 
for these reasons—he carries two Lig 
guns where Max carries only one— 
Louis is much faster and a much bet- 
ter boxer-—Louis has a big margin in 
accuracy, and this means something 
when you are aiming with a .45. 
Baer’s Training. 

Ancil Hoffman, Baer’s manager, 
told me before the fight was arranged 
at the time of the Louis-Levinsky 
match, that Max had been in training 
for more than two weeks.

| “On the 22d of February, 1901, 


a Mexican Indian reported at New- 
port Beach that about one mile up 
the eoast he had landed a sea serpent, 
and as proof showed four tentacles 
and a strip of flesh about six feet 
long.

like a fish in some respects and like 


a snake in others. Mr. Remsberg and

Study of the creature showed that 
it was an oarfish, a rare “citizen of 
the ocean.” From time to time, mem- 
bers of the tribe have been washed 
to the shores of lands ordering both 
the Pacific and Atlantic, but few per- 
sons have seen one alive at close 


| range. 


It is believed that many sea ser- 
pent tales are told by persons who 
have seen oarfish swimming near the 
surface of the sea. Some oarfish are 
said to be from 30 to 40 feet long. 
Like their -maller relative, the deal- 
fish, they have fins standing out from 
their backs, very high fins which may 
be seen above the surface. 

The red-tipped spines jutting above 
teh fish's head might give rise to the 
report ‘of a “flaming red mane.” 

Oarfish are called “ribbon fish” as 
well. The long, thin body may well 
suggest a ribbon: and the folding of 
the body during swimmnig is similar 
to the motion of a snake. 

One kind of oarfish, which has been 
washed on the coasts of Norway and 
Great Britain, is of a Nght bluish 
color. and its flesh is described ag 
“jelly-like.” 

The oarfish has heen called “king 
of the herrings.” The name appears 
to have come from an old belief of 
Norwegian and Scotch fishermen that 
to hurt an oarfish would drive her- 
rings away. This reminds nus of the 
Indian legend about the dealfish.

CHICAGO, Aug. 26.—(#/)—The 
grain trade was unsettled today by 
congressional developments at Wasb- 
ington. Wheat advanced a cent a 
bushel at the opening and then reacted 
to a net fractional loss for the ses- 
gion. 

Except for the opening rally, the 
market gave a dull_ performance. 
Traders showed little desire to make 
commitments until after adjournment 
of congress. Some of the nervousness 
was ascribed to conflicting views as 
to the possible action of congress on 
a proposal for a mandatory 90 cents 
a bushel loan on wheat. 

At the close wheat was 1-8 to 7-8 
cent lower, compared with Saturday's 
finish. December 90 3-8 to 90 1-2, 
and corn was 5-8 off to 1-8 up, De 
cember 56 1-2 to 56 5-8 Oats lost 
8-8 to 5-8, rye was 1-8 lower to 3-8 
higher, barley unchanged to 1-2 off. 

Buying at the start was largely in 
response to strength shown at Liver- 
pool and to higher cotton prices. As 
soon as ré&ting orders had been placed, 
however, purchasing power dwindled 
and the market reacted under hedging 
pressure. 

Stocks of wheat at domestic visible 
supply stations increased 5,391,006 
bushels during the past week to 54,- 
635,000 bushels compared with 115,- 
293.000 a year ago. ‘The increase 
was about 800,000 bushels below that 
recorded the previous week, which 
was generally in line with expecta- 
tions. 

Corn was dull but price fluctuations 
were mainly indifferent to wheat ac- 
tion. More favorable weather for ma- 
turing of the grain was reported in 
many sections. Oats paralleled wheat.
